PEAS 


August I marks the beginning of 
the planting season for Sweet 
Peas In the milder regions of the 
Pacific Coast. Plantings made at 
this ttms with proper culture 
Should bloom within 
days and 
blooms should eontinu* through­ 
out the winte m onths. Additional 
plantings may be made at any time 
from August to March. 
The Early Flowering Spencer 
Sweet Peas have been developed 
particularly for outdoor winter 
bloom, where It does not get cold 
enough to freexe them. These are 
the large flowering long-stemmed 
sweet peas, and are. a great Im­ 
provement 
In comparison with 
those older types of years ago. 
Your sweet peas will be no bet­ 
ter than the soil preparations you 
make for them:! It Is a common 
practice among successful Sweet 
Pea growers to dig a trench li to 
*4 Inches deep and mix thoroughly 
with the Soil, barnyard fertiliser, 
sheep manure, ©r in. the absence of 
these, a liberal quantity of steamed 
bonemeal, and a few pounds of 
agricultural 
sulphur. 
The soil 
should contain considerable humus 
such as leaf mold or any other or­ 
ganic 'matter. 
In freshly turned soil, open a 
furrow three or four Inches deep, 
sow the seeds in the bottom of 
this furrow at the rate of about 
one ounce t ©about 80 or 4® feet. 
Cover the seed to a depth of one 


inch, firm the toll to the teod, 
leaving a loose mulch of soil on 
top. Do not sprinkle or irrigate 
for with proper soil preparation in 
advance of planting there should 
be sufficient moisture to germinate 
the seeds without the application 
of Additional water. 
Sprinkling 
crusts the surface, excludes the air, 
and sometimes causes poor germi­ 
nation. 
Provide a trellis and train the 
young plants op as soon as they 
have tendrils:,. 
While the plants j 
are young they should be thinned, j 
to give them room to develop. The 
flowers should be picked every dev 
after blooming season commences. 
If left to mature seeds, the flow­ 
ering season will be shortened, for 
once the plan has succeeded In ma­ 
turing Its seeds, It has completed 
its life cycle. 
It Is well to keep sweet peas 
thoroughly watered for the first 
few weeks of their growth, but 
when the blossom season begins, 
too much water may cause the 
buds to fall from the stem'»,, In 
which case sprinkling or irriga­ 
tion should cease, and cultivation 
should be practiced, leaving a loose 
mulch of soil on the surface. Do 
not cultivate tood deeply or too 
closely to the plants them set ves 
as there is danger of disturbing 
the root system. 
Best results are obtained by in­ 
oculating sweet pea seeds with a 
bacterial culture before planting.

Do you know that people are very 
much like sheep in their mode of 
thinking? They find it far easier to 
“follow their leader’* than to take 
some statement apart and see 
what makes its wheels go '.round. 
Take as an example the bad repu­ 
tation culinary gossip attributes to 
fried foods, probably put forth by 
some confirmed dyspeptic whose 
worn-out stomach couldn’t digest 
manna from Heaven. 
But this opinion was expressed 
In such vehement terms that the 
rest of the world said: "He’s so 
sure, he must be right, so we had 
better steer clear of fried foods.” 
How about our forbears? The deep- 
fat frying kettle was a household 
institution and no one’s digestion 
seemed an ythe worse, so where is 
the fly in this particular ointment? 
Pried foods, whether pan-fried or 
deep-fat fried, are digestible if the 
temperature of the fat is suffic­ 
iently high to ooat the surface of 
the cooking food in from 40 to *0 
seconds. This high degree of heat 
puts a surface on the cooking food 
which makes soaking of the fat im­ 
possible. 
So-0-0, the fly In our particular 
ointment turns out to be too much 
fat in combination (usually) with 
the starchy part of the cooking 
food. After the mass has reached 
the stomach and digestion is in 
process the digestive Juices are un­ 
able to break up the food units, 
fermentation takes place, indiges­ 
tion Is the result .and the sufferer 
Immediately cqpdemns all sorts of

"Cain com m itted his sin In se* 
c m —Gen.: 4:8-10. W alking In the 
field with his brother, he felt se ­ 
cure. No human eye could see. No 
ear could hear his brother's 
cry. 
But God w as looking on, and when 
the deed had been committed, He 
said to Cain, T h e V.oice 
of 
thy 
brother’s blood crycth unto m e from 
the ground.* 
'"Esau’s great sin w as 
com m it­ 
ted in an Impulsive moment. If Esau 
had waited an hour, if he had re­ 
flected on the laating result of his 
act, he would never have sold his 
birthright. An hour's reflection on 
the outcome of a contemplated sin 
would often save a man from that 
which desrtoys his character and 
dam ns his soul. 
“It took years, for the sin of Jos­ 
eph’s brothers to be 
discovered. 
But discovery came at last, bring­ 
ing w ith It sham e 
and 
disgrace. 
People may think that lapse of 
tim e or change of address or even 
their nam e will erase slna of the 
past, but It Is not so. The w heels of 
God’s Justice are turning and soon­ 
er or later, discovery will come. If 
not in this life, then In the life be­ 
yond. 
Justice Finds Trail 
"Achan had his sin well covered. 
B ut the context eh owe how easy 
It w as for God to disclose it. Smart 
people in all w alks 
of 
life 
have 
tried to cover their sins so com ­ 
pletely that discovery would be im ­ 
possible. But Justice finds the trail 
#nd reveals the hiding place. 
"The great sin of Sampson w as j 
tom mi tied reluctantly. But it was 
discovered. Sin often com es as a 
clim ax to a long struggle between 
right and wrong. 
Somet irn.ee 
sin 
like that of Ahab—1 Kings 21:T-20, 
m ay be prompted by others. Yet this 
does not 
prevent 
discovery 
nor 
shield from the consequences. 
“Belshazzar com mitted his great­ 
est sin behind closed doors In an. 
hour of hllariousncss. But his sin 
found him out and Justioe

Consequences Same 
“Som e sins like that of 
Herod 
come as the result of a rash prom­ 
ise. But the consequences are al­ 
w ays the same. This is a trip In 
which many are caught. 
"■Like the sin 
of 
Judas, 
some 
sins are today committed with the 
approval *. f the authorIttea But aln 
Is sin no i.istter w hat the form or 
under what 
pretense 
committed. 
Many are the crimes com mitted in 
the nam e of justice. Like the Jews, 
men may commit sin through ig­ 
norance. But that it no excuse for 
refusing to repent and, seek 
for­ 
giveness. 
"There are two kinds of 
cover­ 
ings for sin, man’s covering 
and 
God’s covering. From Eden until 
the present, men have sought w ays 
and means of covering their sins. 
These coverings range all the way 
from aelf-righteou»nesa to Infidel­ 
ity. But all through the scriptures 
w e ara warned that these are In­ 
sufficient. One 
statem ent 
alone 
show s the folly of It, He that cov­ 
ereth his sin shall 
not 
prosper; 
but whoso confesseth and forsak- 
•th them shall find mercy'."

The sy m p a th y of the world goes out to 
Great Britain and to the families which lost 
members in this great disaster. 
It appears 
that the disaster was due to the heavy rain 
and violent wind, the former weighting the 
ship down, and the latter driving it from its 
course and rendering it more or less unman­ 
ageable. 
A moment after it struck the earth, 
I it appears that it exploded with great violence, 
and burst into flames, with the 25 tons of oil 
aboard making the conflagration most terrible 
and imposing. 
It is a sad day in England, and it is a sad 
hour for those interested in this method of 
travel, and in establishing a regular route 'be­ 
tween Great Britain and India by dirigible, 
but it is not believed that this will be a serious 
set-back to the development and use of this 
kind of craft for passenger and other service. 
It should be remembered, however, that for 
various reasons this big ship had been declared 
to be obsolete and a failure a year ago by 
Commander Dennistoun 
Burney, airship de­ 
signer. 
He predicted that it would be of lit­ 
tle commercial value. 
While certain alterations 
were made, yet they did not .go to the funda­ 
mentals of his criticism. 
But she was fitted 
out nevertheless, and started on her trial trip 
to India. 
We do not know what the final verdict will 
be, but certainly it is not too much to believe 
th at the chief reason for the destruction and 
almost complete loss of the lives of 'passengers 
and crew, was due rather to fire than to the 
disaster of being forced to earth. In fact, Rear- 
Admiral William A. Moffatt, chief of our 
own naval aeronautics has declared that the 
huge loss of life in this disaster was un­ 
doubtedly due to the explosion of the hydro­ 
gen gas. 
He urged that the United States 
should lift the ban now existing on the ex­ 
porting of helium gas, which does not burn 
and will not explode. 
The United States is 
the only nation that possesses this gas in un­ 
limited quantities, and it prohibits its expor­ 
tation. 


President Hoover's address at the twelfth 
annual convention of the American Legion to­ 
day 
shows a human 
interest and 
personal 
knowledge of the doughboys’ experiences and 
activities in the great war. 
We believe every former soldier will ap­ 
preciate his reference to those experiences and 
will realize that in his treatment of them he 
is speaking in an understanding and sympa­ 
thetic vein. 
President Hoover, however, in 
his address demonstrated his statesmanship in 
at once proceeding to discuss the principles on 
which the American Legion is founded, and 
the application of those principles to these 
days of strenuous peace. 
H is main emphasis 
throughout his address was on that portion 
of the principles embodied in the Constitution 
of the American 
Legion 
expressed 
in 
the 
words of their purpose: “ To promote peace 
and good will on earth.” 
After drawing a parallel between the de­ 
velopment of our country's 
industrial 
and 
economic life, and that of other nations in 
history which have used their immense power 
to dominate other nations, and suggesting that 
other countries have come to believe that they 
were in the presence of a new imperial power, 
intent upon the same thing, President Hoover 
wisely said: 
Such a conclusion would be the logical de­ 
duction from m any Instances during 3000 years 
of history when th e exploitation of other peo­ 
ple has been the outcom e of the ability to do 
so. 
T his w e know is an u tte r m isconception 
of Am erica. 
W e know there is no financial, 
traditional, or 
m ilitary 
Im perialism 
in 
the 
A m erican heart. 
W e know, in fact, th a t we 
have opened 
th e door of a new social and 
economic 
system 
by 
which 
w ithin 
our 
own 
borders w« shall create the conquest of pov­ 
erty 
w ithout 
exploiting 
other 
nations. 
But 
as w rong as these fears m ay be. It becomes 
our first duty to show by our every act, not 
alone by our G overnm ent bur by our citizens, 
th at our guide is Justice and th at confidence 
m ay b# reposed In th a t sense of Justice. 
His emphasis then upon 
the necessity of 
building up agencies for the pacific solution 
of controversies and of the banishing of sus­ 
picion, of ill will toward other people, and 
that we should recognize that others have a 1 
right to the same devotion to their flag and 
are as sensitive to the dignity of their coun­ 
try as we, are natural corollaries of this funda­ 
mental purpose of good w ill and peace. 
He next emphasizes the first purpose as ex­ 
pressed in the Constitution of the American 
Legion, namely: “ to 
uphold and defend the 
Constitution of the LTnited States of America; 
to maintain law and order.” 
And in this con­ 
nection President Hoover very aptly says: 
H appily our Ideal Is my first and m ost sac­ 
red duty. 
As P resident of th s U nited S tates 
1 am sw orn by the whole people to m aintain 
th e C onstitution and to enforce th e law s. 
No 
m an should dare call him self a faith fu l A m er­ 
ican and suggest otherw ise. 
You have recog­ 
nised th a t the upholding of the C onstitution 
an d th e enforcem ent of the law s m ust, how ­ 
ever, not rest upon G overnm ent officials alone; 
it m ust rise from the stern dem and and the 
loyal co-operation of good citizenship and In­ 
dividual responsibility 
to 
th e com m unity. 
And so with clearness and with brevity the 
President emphasizes and 
drives 
home the 
importance of the ideals which dominate the 
Legion, and makes it a document well worth 
the careful perusal and the subject of medi­ 
tation, not only by American Legion members, 
but of even' American citizen.
